The 
difference between the Kamiya compound and the instantly claimed compound is the 
value of the n moiety. In the instant compound, then moiety can not be equal to zero, 
but must be 1 or 2.

The Kamiya compound is a homologue of the instant compound. However, since 
the Kamiya compound has no use and is only a synthetic preparation, it would not have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify this homologue to obtain the 
instant compound. The prior art reference does not teach nor suggest to one of 
ordinary skill in the art how to modify the prior art compound to derive the instant 
compound.
